It is known that the present sta- 


tus of the McNamaras has arisen as 
an obstacle to their appearance he- 
tore the grand jury 
The evidence 


of James B. McNamara, a confessed 
murderer, it is said, is not admj.SjS- 
able in a court of law, and there is 
some doubt as to that of John 
J 


McNamara.

George Alexander, was elected mayor 
of Los Angeles 
yesterday over

Harrijnan, i>y a majority estimated 
as reaching fully 35,000. 


The attention of the entire Unit- 


ed States was drawn to the political 
battle in Los Angeles by reason of 
the victory scored by Harriman in 
the primary election of October 31, 
when his total vote exceeded Alex- 
an'der's by an unexpected and aston- 
ishing figure. "Harriman's 
initial 


victory electrified the 
entire 
city 


and from that day ,to this a cam- 
paign of 
unexampled 
earnestness 


has been waged between the 
So- 
cialists and Union Labor managers 
on one side and the 
allied organi- 


zation of Good Government and the 
Citizens' Committee on the other. 


"»Both sides were confronted by a 


unique and baffling 'problem, 
this 


being the participation for the first 
time in the citj 's history of women 
voters.

strength of Harriman had been poll- 
ed on Oct. 31, but it was

ing there were scenes of exceptional 
novelty at all the polls. Lines of au- 
tomotiles surrounding the

with the same interest and enthusi- 
asm as their bi others.

Care of the Child's Feet. 


One cannot be too careful In

Washington, Dec. 6. — [Special.! — 


Turning from the prevailing talk of 
trusts and tariff for a moment. It Is 
found that real serious business con- 
fronts this session. 
Minority Leader 


Mann, though no longer a member of 
the committee qn interstate and for- 
eign commerce, of which he was so 
long chairman, is giving particular at- 
tention to the proposed legislation fix- 
ing canal tolls and canal regulations. 


Mann says there ought to be no dif- 


ficulty in arranging a schedule of tolls, 
providing no attempt is made to play 
politics with the Panama canal. Just 
why he puts in tbat proviso is not 
clear, but he seems to think the Demo- 
crats would like to make political capi- 
tal- out of the canal legislation. 
But 


that, like our foreign policy, is nonpar- 
tisan, and it does not seem possible to 
make a party question out of rates 
through the Panama canal. 


Alabama Wants Recognition. 


Alabama by reason of being first on 


the list of states ought to have more 
recognition. 
Alabama often cuts quite 


a figure in nominating conventions, but 
does not get much out of it. 


Alabama has never had a president, 


a speaker, a justice of the supreme 
court and but fe-w cabinet positions. 
She has had one vice president. Friends 
of Oscar Underwood are insisting that 
his prominences" ought to get the state 
a vice presidential nomination next 
year. 


Signed His Own Credentials. 


It does not often happen that a man 


signs his own credentials, but such 
was the case in regard to Hoke Smith. 
As governor Hoke Smith attested to 
the election of Hoke Smith as senator. 
David B. Hill had the same distinction 
when elected senator from New York. 


Both Senator Nelson and Senator La 


Follette were elected to the senate 
•while serving as governor, but La Fol- 
Jette did not sign his own credentials. 


Haunting the P. O. Department. 


At all times during the day members 


of congress can be found at the post- 
offlce department. They are fixing up 
appointments for vacancies, trying to 
get increases for postal employees or 
attempting to obtain additional rural 
routes. There is always a demand for 
more salaries and more rural routes. 


They do not always find Postmaster 


General Hitchcock, but they can get at 
First Assistant Granfield and Fourth 
Assistant DeGraw. In fact, the latter 
two officials do most of the business 
in •which congressmen are interested. 


The postal business nearly all falls 


to congressmen. Senators do not pay 
much attention to it, save in the selec- 
tion of men for the more important of- 
fices. 


Democrats at the White House. 


When Democrats visit the White 


House there is often curiosity as to 
what they want. Sometimes they go 
to recommend men for appointments, 
especially in the selection of Judges 
and the more important positions in 
the federal service. 


Many of them go to urge pardons for 


persons convicted in the federal courts. 
There is moonshining In southern 
states and other violations of the ex- 
cise laws which often catch valuable 
constituents of congressmen.

Undoubtedly 
the 
new 
automatic 
plant recently installed by the local 
telephone company, if not the busiest, 
is at least the second busiest auto- 
matic 
telephone exchange 
in this 


. country. 
This conclusion has been 


reached by thorough and exhaustive 
(tests made during the last two -weeks 
of November, the 
results 
of i\hich 


have just been made public. 


Long before the new exchange was 


put in service, it was feared that the 
"trunking" facilities would be inade- 
quate to carry the "load" expected ot 
it, and in consequence large additions 
•were made at that time, though the 
original plans called for at least 25 
per cent more 
switches than 
are 


usually furnished with switchboards 
of that size. Since that time two more 
additions have been made to this part 
of the equipment* and now even more 
ihave been ordered. 


To those who do not 
fully under- 


stand what is meant by "trunks," 
etc., a few words of explanation may 
not be amiss 
Every automatic tele- 


phone exchange, the same as 
every 


manually operated 
exchange, is di- 


vided into "boards," or units, contain- 
ing a certain number of switchboard 
lines; now these units in an automat- 
ic exchange are connected togethei by 
certain groups of switches which au- 
tomatically operate rue tVunks 'be- 
tween, the different boards or units. It 
fwill readily be seen that if all these 
trunlcs are in use or "busy," and an- 
other .person,- calls,, then this person 
•will not be able to get his connection. 
For instance, if-some one at the Hotel 
Warden makes a call which number is 
oil the 1200 board, being 
1245, and 
there are ten trunks from the 1200 
iboard, all of which are in use, then 
there are-no trunks to take this par- 
ty's call and of course, he cannot get 
liis connection. 


Early in November the Automatic 
Electric company which manufactured 
this switchboard, sent two expert en- 
gineers to make traffic tests of the 
Newark switchboard—and by "traffic" 
is meant the .number of telephone con- 
Tersations which are carried over a 
switchboard, as in railroads "traffic" 
means the number of passengers car- 
ried. Over 200 meters were installed 
and a ten day test was made The re- 
sults are astounding! For these ten 
days which include two Sundays, the 
plant averaged 32,440 calls a day, or 
19.8 calls for each line every day. The 
heaviest load any.one day, showed in 
excess of 40.000 calls, while on the old 
manual system the heaviest day ever 
recorded was "only 27,000 call?—an in- 
crease of nearly 50 per cent. These 
were all completed calls and were not 
"lost" calls. The line may have been 
ibusy or the party called may not have 
answered, but so far as the telephone 
operation was concerned the call was 
completed. 
If, as in Chicago and 


other large cities, the telephone com- 
pany should charge five cents a call 
this average number of calls in a year 
•would amount to $591,300 00, or over 
half a million dollars—as it is, the 
city of Ne^n ark is paying for this ser- 
vice less than half a cent a telephone 
connection, 
probably a lower 
rato 


than any other telenhone service in 
the United States. 


The Automatic Electric Compan> 


has sold telephone plants to o-ver 100 
cities and as stated before, 
in this 


country there is only one exchange as 
busy as this one—Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, with 
30.000 
automatic tele- 


phones, shows about the same average 
of calls per line a day. TheXXewark 
Iboard is twice as busy as Columbus, 
and nearly three times as busy as 
Dayton. The exchange at Los An- 
geles and at Havana, Cuba are the 
only two out of over 100 that 
are 
"busier" than Newark's.

amount of "traffic"—whether the peo- 
ple in Newark really transact more 
business over the telephone, or wheth- 
er they are more sociable and greater 
talkers, is a problem, but the fact re- 
mains that in this vast country they 
probably exceed nearly all others in 
this one particular at least.

cessive "traffic" is heavier at certain 
times of the day. usuallj between the 
hours of 7:30 and ]0:00 a. m and 5:30 
and 8:00 p m At this time occurs

the problem which has confronted the 
telephone company has been to make 
a study of the traffic to and from each 
unit so that there shall be 
enough 


trunks to take care of this load at the 
busiest moment of the busiest day in 
the jear. Of course this is no small 
matter and weeks of study were nec- 
essary to thorough!} investigate what 
parts of the exchange equipment need- 
ed to be increased and 
how much. 


This study has been finished and the 
switches and other apparatus which 
are necessary, have now been ordered 
to relieve this condition of congestion. 


Although, this heavy traffic has been 
rather a hard condition for the tele- 
phone company to operate under satis- 
factorily, still Mr. Hollander expresses 
himself as being very rauch pleased 
since it proves that this service is 
meeting with public approval. The 
simple fact that the traffic 
has in- 


creased 25 per cent is proof conclusive. 
If the automatic service did not meet 
with the approval it stands to reason 
that the increase in traffic on the aut- 
omatic system would not be as large 
as it is. 


Manager Hollander 
made a state- 


ment today that during tis stay in 
Chicago two days last week, contracts
